The Defense Problem 


Disagreement between the branches 
of the armed services of our nation over 
the matter of uniting the army, navy and 
Pee air force has been 
aired a great deal of 
late to the embarrass- 
ment of some of those 
engaged in the dis- 
pute, to the bewil- 
derment of the man 
in the street, and 
probably to the 
amusement and sat- 
isfaction of our coun- 
try’s potential enemies. Like many oth- 
ers, we wonder if the quarrel will result 
in talking too freely. Heated argument 
often calls forth more revealing discus- 
sion of family affairs than ordinarily we 
would want the neighbors to hear. And 
doubtless there are many ears at the 
national keyhole collecting fragments of 
hurled charges to put together an un- 
derstanding of the weak places and the 
strong places of the nation’s armed 
might, from which pattern they can 
build their own plans. Whether we will 
have superaircraft carriers or B-36's will 
of course, be decided by those in au- 
thority. The only thing that keeps some 
of us from wondering why, if danger 
lurks so near, we cannot have both is 
the taxes we meet at every turn of our 
pocketbooks. 


There may be disputes over the best 
means of defending our country, but 
there need be no question as to the 
proper defense of the Christian's spirit- 
ual welfare and victory. The Apostle 
Paul wrote; “Finally, my brethren, be 
strong in the Lord, and in the power of 
His might” (Eph. 6:10). And then he 
added, “Put on the whole armor of God, 
that ye may be able to stand.” The equip- 
ment prescribed. is truth, righteousness, 
gospel of peace, faith, salvation, and 
the Word of God. Without any one of 
these the defense is weakened in the 
struggles that come with the invasion 
of doubt and temptation. 


Sometimes we would arm ourselves 
with good intentions and would rally 
our forces with natural enthusiasm. 
These are good in their places, but they 
do not take the place of proper equip- 
ment for the spiritual battles fought on 
the field of inner conflict. It is at such 
times that the truth of God is a strength 
te the inward parts. A life of righteous- 
ness, including the habit of right, can 
deflect the blow of evil. The gospel of 
peace keeps the Christian soldier poised 
and ready for action. A born-again ex- 
perience—real to the child of God—re- 
sists the attack of doubt, when the head 
as well as the heart is under fire. With 
faith in one hand and the Word of God

in the other, the shield to thwart and the 
keen edge to thrust the opposition, the 
Christian soldier is ready to do success- 
ful battle with the dragon of dispair and 
to withstand the forces of evil in his en- 
counter with wickedness in whatever 
guise it approaches. 

The Christian’s spiritual defense of 
his heart and his purpose to serve the 
cause of Christ is not a matter of selec- 
tion as to which is the better equipment. 
He must have all the means prescribed 
and employ them in: devotion to the 
Lord who has redeemed him.

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Filling Up That Which Is Behind

Our Lord said to His disciples, “In 
the world ye shall have tribulation.” He 
did not promise them an easy time. The 
world had not loved Him, and He told 
His disciples the world would not love 
tiem. The world had persecuted Him, 
and He said the world would persecute 
them. And what He said was true. Every 
ove of the apostles, with but a single 
exception, died a violet death, died the 
death of a martyr. And John, the be- 
loved disciple, who appears not to have 
died the death of a martyr, was bitterly 
persecuted. If tradition can be trusted, 
he was thrown at one time into a pot of 
boiling oil, and miraculously escaped, 
and at another time was banished to the 
Isle of Patmos; and no place of banish- 
mient to which exiles were sent in those 
days could be regarded as a desirable 
abode. Patmos was no exception to the 
tule. “The aspect of the island,” we have 
been told, “is peculiarly rugged and 
bare. Such a scene of banishment for St. 
Jchn in the reign of Domitian is quite 
in harmony with what we read of the 
custom of the period. It was the com- 
mon practice to send exiles to the most 
rocky and desolate islands.” If John was 
sent there, as tradition asserts, he most 
certainly suffered much, but in all of 
his writings he makes no mention of any 
of the sufferings he endured. He knew 
what Paul knew, and was doubtless able 
to say what Paul said, “I reckon that the 
sufferings of this present time are not 
worthy to be compared with the glory 
which shall be revealed in us.” He was 
looking forward to the manifestation of 
the sons of God, and this he recognized 
as distinctively future. “It doth not yet 
appear what we shall be, but we know 
that when He shall appear, we shall be 
like Him, for we shal] see Him as He is.” 
It was this consciousness—this unwaver- 
ing faith—that enabled the martyrs to 
endure, and to be triumphant in the 
midst of their sufferings. 

There is a passage in the writings of 
Paul that deserves greater thought, 
sreater attention, than it has yet re- 
ceived. Many have passed over it in their 
reading of the Scriptures, and have 
scarcely noticed it at all. It was years, in 
fact, after I had entered the ministry, be- 
fore my attention was arrested by it; 
and the great depth of its significance, 
it is likely that I, with many others, have 
not yet fully fathomed. It is found in 
Colossians 1:24,—“Who now rejoice in 
my sufferings for you, and fill up that 
which is behind of the afflictions of 
Christ in my flesh for His body’s sake, 
which is the church.” The Greek word 
that is rendered “afflictions” is thlipsis, 
the same word that is rendered “tribula- 
tion” in the passage where we read that 
Jesus said, “In the world ye shall have 
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tribulation” (John 16:33). It is rendered 
tribulation” also in Acts 14:22, where 
we read “that we must through much 
tribulation enter into the kingdom of 
God.” 

Recently I heard of a young man who 
had, supposedly, received a revelation 
that God is going to make out of him 
another Apostle Paul, and it was said 
that he was quite elated by the prospect; 
to be another Apostle Paul appeared to 
him to be quite enticing. We know that 
Faul was the greatest preacher, the 
greatest missionary, and the greatest 


‘theologian of the early church, a greater 


man than Nero who sat upon the throne 
of the Caesars and before whom Paul 
was tried and condemned to be be- 
headed. And there is something in hu- 
man nature, especially unsanctified hu- 
man nature, to which greatness appeals. 
But we should not forget that there was 
another side to Paul’s life and ministry. 

One cannot help but wonder if the 
young man knew that in order to be an- 
other Apostle Paul he would have to go 
through what the Apostle Paul went 
through, he would not have any aspira- 
tions for the honor. Think of what Paul 
endured. Turn to 2 Corinthians 11:23- 
27, and read, “In labours more abundant, 
ia stripes above measure, in prisons more 
frequent, in deaths oft. Of the Jews five 
times received I forty stripes save one. 
Thrice was I beaten with rods, once was 
I stoned, thrice I suffered shipwreck, a 
night and a day I have been in the deep; 
in journeyings often, in perils of wa- 
ters, in perils of robbers, in perils by 
mine own countrymen, in perils by the 
lieathen, in perils in the city, in perils in 
the wilderness, in perils in the sea, in 
perils among false brethren; in weariness 
and painfulness, in watchings often, in 
hunger and thirst, in fastings often, in 
cold and nakedness. Beside those things 
that are without, that which cometh 
upon me daily, the care of all the 
churches.” 

Certainly there is nothing very glam- 
orous or attractive in such a life as Paul 
lived, or in such a life as one would un- 
doubtedly have to live in these days in 
order to merit the distinction of being 
another Apostle Paul. One wonders if 
Paul did not often think of what the 
Lord had said at the time of his conver- 
sion, “I will show him how great things 
he must suffer for My name's sake” 
(Acts 9:16). 

Dean Farrar who is one of the most 
lucid and eloquent writers with whose 
writings I am at all familiar, writing 
concerning the scourging Paul received 
in Philippi, has furnished us with a very 
graphic picture that enables us to get a 
little conception, although in all prob- 
ability very inadequate, of what Paul 


endured for the gospel’s sake: “It was 
the first of three such scourgings with 
the rods of Roman lictors which Paul 
endured, and it is needless to dwell even 
for oné moment on its dangerous and 
lacerating anguish. We, in these modern 
days, cannot read without a shudder 
even of the flogging of some brutal 
garroter, and our blood would run cold 
with unspeakable horror if one such in- 
cident, or anything which remotely re- 
sembled it, had occurred in the life of a 
Henry Martyn or a Coleridge Patteson. 
But such horrors occurred eight times 
at least in the story of one whose frame 
was more frail with years of suffering 
than that of our English missionaries, 
and in whose life those pangs were but 
a drop in the ocean of his endurance, as 
is evidenced by the fact that, of the eight 
occasions on which he underwent these 
terrible scourgings, this alone has been 
deemed worthy of even passing com- 
memoration.” 


But only a part—perhaps a very small 
part—of the sufferings Paul endured at 
Philippi can be attributed to the scour- 
ging. I quote Farrar again, recommend- 
ing that the reader secure, if possible, 
his most excellent volume, The Life and | 
Work of Paul, and read it through: 


“Nor was this all. After seeing that a 
scourging of extreme severity had been 
inflicted, the duumvirs, with the same 
monstrous violation of all law, flung 
Faul and Silas into prison, and gave the 
jailer special orders to keep them safely. 
Impressed by this injunction with the be- 
lief that his prisoners must have been 
guilty of something very heinous, and 
determined: to make assurance doubly 
sure, the jailer not only thrust them into 
the dank, dark, loathsome recesses of the 
inner prison, but also secured their feet 
into ‘the wood. The wood was an in- 
strument of torture used in many coun- 
tries, and resembling our stocks, or 
rather the happily obsolete pillory, hav- 
ing five holes—four for the wrists and 
ankles and one for the neck. The jailer 
in this instance only secured their feet; 
but we cannot be surprised that the 
memory of this suffering lingered long 
years afterwards in the mind of St. Paul, 
when we try to imagine what a poor 
sufferer, with the rankling sense of gross 
injustice in his soul, would feel who, hav- 
ing but recently recovered from a trying 
sickness, after receiving a long and 
frightful flagellation as the sequel of a 
violent and agitated scene, was thrust 
away out of the jeers of a mob into a 
stifling and lightless prison, and sat there 
through the long hours of the night with 
his feet in such durance as to render it 
impossible except in some constrained 
position to find sleep on the foul bare 
floor.” 

Had this experience of Paul in Philippi 
been his only experience in which he was 
called upon to endure keen anguish, and 
what the rank and file of humanity re- 
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garded as disgrace, for the sake of his 
Master, it would have been enough to 


rob any thoughtful person, speaking in 
the natural, of any aspiration to be an- 
other Apostle Paul. But it was only one 
experience among many. Wherever he 
went he was hounded by the Jews and 
persecuted by the Gentiles. If he went 
into any city, it mattered not where, he 
could not be at all sure that within a 
few hours there would not be a howl- 
ing mob demanding, with bloodthirsty 
vengence, that he pay with his life the 
penalty of having preached the gospel 
of the grace of God, of having told lost 
sinners that “God so loved the world that 
He gave His only begotten Son, that 
whoever believeth in Him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” 

When Paul was an old man;:: and 
doubtless, as a result of his many hard- 
ships, his multitudinous sufferings, felt 
much older than he actually was, he 
was condemned to death by the infam- 
ous Nero, who sat upon the throne of 
the Caesars, a throne to which he had 
been elevated very largely by the ambi- 
tion of one of “the worst of mothers,”— 
condemned to death, and led outside of 
the city, and there, because he was a 
Roman citizen, was .beheaded, instead 
of being crucified, as Peter was, or 
tiirown to the wild beasts in the arena, 
as were multitudes of Christians who 
had been accused by the populace and 
seized by the authorities. 


Our Lord said, “If any man will come 
after Me, let him deny himself, and take 
up .His cross, and follow Me.” Men de- 
nied themselves in Paul’s day, and many 
a man among them, many a matron or 
tender maiden too, courageously en- 
dured torture—in some cases lingering 
tortures that were prolonged as long as 
their tormentors were able to prolong 
them—counting not their lives dear unto 
themselves. Those were terrible days, 
viewed from the standpoint of the nat- 
ural man. But, viewed from the stand- 
point of the spiritual, they were days in 
which “glory dwelt in Immanuel’s land.” 
Despite the ravings of Satan, and the 
perfidy of Jews, and the wickedness and 
opposition of the heathen world, and all 
the decrees of the Caesars who reigned 
in “the city of the seven hills,” claiming 
jurisdiction over the whole earth, wheth- 
er that jurisdiction was ever actually ex- 
ercised or not, the Church that our Lord 
had founded, and against which He had 
asserted that even “the gates of hell” 
should not prevail, grew by leaps and 
bounds until within a few decades the 
truth of God had been so propagated by 
the Lord’s faithful messengers that it 
appeared that the whole world had been 
evangelized. Even in Paul's day the 
Apostle wrote to the Colossians of “the 
lope which is laid up for vou in heaven, 
whereof ye heard before in the word of 
the truth of the gospel; which is come 
unto you, as it is in all the world, and 
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bringeth forth fruit, as it doth also in 
you, since the day ye heard of it, and 
knew the grace of God in truth” 
(Colwtz5,.6)) 

We know not what persecutions may 
await Christians in the days to come. 
We know that in some parts of the world 
there is bitter persecution even now, and 
some have died, amidst excruciating tor- 
tures rather than deny the Lord that 
bought them. Theirs is a martyr’s crown. 
And more bitter persecution may be 
ahead of us here in our beloved Amer- 
ica. Don’t say that it cannot happen 
here. It can happen here, and it may. 
China thought that what has happened 
there recently could not happen, but it 
has happened.

VENEZUELA— The Dowdys 


(Brother and Sister Lowell Dowdy 
write from Barquisimeto, Venezuela. 
They had been expecting to be home on 
jurlough by Christmas time, but the 
death of Brother Adolph Blattner, the 
Field Superintendent, has caused their 
plans to become uncertain as to just 
when they will get home.) 

For one week in the Bible Institute, 
we were able to have only two duys of 
classes because of the blessing ot the 
Lord upon the student body. Three re- 
ceived the baptism of the Holy Spirit. 
One evening, on our way to a nearby 
village for a service, we were singing 
I Surrender All, when Chita, our insti- 
tute cook, put her all on the altar, and 

. after 18 years of walking with the 
Lord, she was filled with the blessed 
Comforter. 

The last of September it was necessary 
to make a five-day trip to one of our 
churches in central Venezuela. It is lo- 
cated on the southern tip of Lake Mara- 
caibo. The first part of the trip is 14 
hours by land to Maracaibo, where I had 
the privilege of ministering in our church 
there on Sunday. The second part. was 
made by boat—10 hours down the lake. 
There our kind of food is scarce. In- 
stead of bread they use platanos a form 
of banana, boiled, baked, or fried. 

In the town of Yaritagua, God has 
given us two souls. Progress is slow be- 
cause of the fanaticism of the people. 
Since we started meetings there they 
have sent in a petition asking for an- 
other priest. Quite a lengthy article was 
published in our local newspaper telling 
of their great need for a priest because 
the evangelicos had come to their town. 

During the last week of September, 
Bethel Church held a week of special 
meetings celebrating its 30th anniver- 
sary. We are happy that three received 
the Holy Spirit in those days. The serv- 
ices were conducted by two Venezuelan 
brethren from Caracas, both graduates 
of our first Institute class. We are be- 
lieving God for a real Pentecostal out- 
pouring upon this church. 

Two native brethren and I went to 
celebrate our first baptismal service in 
Cerro Libre, one of our outstations. Cer- 
ro Libre (Free Mountain) is located in 
the Andes in the State of Trujillo. We 
drove as far as the Chevie could go, then 
left it at a mountain hut to take the 
mountain trail used by the natives to 
take their coffee by burro train. When 
we returned three days later we found 
that someone had let all of the air out 
of the four tires. We spent a pleasant 
hour pumping them up again. How 
thankful we were that the tires had not 
been cut with machetes! _

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ALASKA—Agnes Rodli, Mildred James 


(In the northern part of the cold ter- 
ritory of Alaska, Agnes Rodli and Mil- 
dred James have gone to introduce the 
gospel message by bringing school to 
the children of a community that offered 
no such privileges whatever.) 

School has started with 17 pupils en- 
rolled. A number of late comers are ex- 
pected as soon as travel by dog team is 
good. The children are doing well in 
their work and are understanding us 
better this year. This has considerably 
lightened our task of teaching. School 
is opened each morning with a Psalm 
and prayer. Two days a week they are 
given time for singing and for learning 
bew gospel songs and choruses. Our 
new building still is in the process of 
being erected, as work had to be tem- 
porarily stopped while waiting for ma- 
terials to arrive from McGrath. There is 
no way of hurrying it, as we are too far 
off the main lines of travel to rate any 
priorities whatever. 

We were visited last week by the 
school teacher from McGrath and a 
school official from Juneau. We were 
promised a large heater and 20 school 
desks. The latter will bring a welcome 
change from logs and gas boxes. It is 
going to be interesting to see how the 
children react when they see real school 
desks complete with a place for books 
and with backs to the seats. 

The Russian Orthodox Church holds 
a strong influence over this village. The 
priest here last April was friendly to- 
ward us, but even at that we did not 
know quite what to expect when he made 
a surprise visit a few days ago. He ar- 
rived late Wednesday evening by boat. 
Ge did not come to see us the following 
day, so we sent a message to him Fri- 
day saying that we would like to have 
our usual service but wanted to know 
his plans before announcing ours. His 
reply was that he wanted to come to our 
meeting. We were glad to see him come 
to the school room that evening and take 
his place with the others to hear a gos- 
pel message. 

The next day he came over to tell us 
that he appreciated the work we are do- 
ing, and he stated that we had done what 
he had not been able to do. We know 
that it is an answer to prayer that such 
changes have been made here in so short 
a time. All his life has been only form 
.. . Sunday evening he had his service 
at 5:30 that he might attend ours at 7:30. 
God granted a precious service, and 
something went deep into that man’s 
heart. He sat motionless during the en- 
tire message and afterward seemed re- 
luctant to speak to anyone. Before leav- 
ing the next morning, he came to see us

INDIA— 


(Inez Kreiss writes from Orai, Jalaun 
District, United Provinces.) ; 

Our little portion of the field goes 
along just about the same. We have more 
doors open to us than we can enter, al- 
ways having more demands upon us 
than our small group of evangelists can 
handle. We are always meeting new 
folk who have never heard the gospel. 

Never were so many in India reading 
the Word as they are today, and never 
was the demand for the written Word 
so great. Yet the people do not step out 
in public confession of Christ as their 
personal Saviour. In their homes they 
will declare Him theirs or before a few 
present, but the public confession is 
almost nil. 


I was recently in the home of one of 
the girls who had been in our little 
school some five years ago. They have 
to leave anywhere between the ages of 
eight to twelve, as then they become 
purdah. We felt led to read the beati- 
tudes to them and as we read, the girl 
wept. Afterward she said, with tears, 
“Please, please, Miss Sahib, give me a 
Bible, for I have not heard those lovely 
words since I was in school and I can't 
remember them. So after ascertaining 
that her in-laws and parents would not 
object, for Urdu Bibles, too, are very 
hard to get), we gave her an Urdu Bible,

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The Watchword 


by The Superintendent 


There never has been a_ religious 
movement that has remained spiritual 
very long. Gracious seasons of revival 
are sooner or later followed by decline. 
This fact, confirmed by the long history 
of the church, is certainly no indication 
that a lively flourishing church is not 
the norm. The words of Jesus to the 
church at Ephesus is proof positive that 
the saints in any locality are to blame 
for any decline from first love. The 
church at Rome was exhorted by the 
ereat apostle to the Gentiles: “Maintain 
the spiritual glow” (Rom. 12:11 Mof- 
fatt). To this end the whole church 
should be constantly on guard. If the 
truth could be fully demonstrated, we 
would discover that each and every fel- 
low believer is a contributing member 
either to the spiritual health and pros- 
perity of the church or to the very op- 
posite. 

Revival movements are always 
spearheaded by faithful ministers of the 
gospel. These self-abandoned servants 
of Christ and the people should there- 
tore be given the full measure of well 
earned appreciation for their work's 
sake. And if it is proper and right to ren- 
der honor and credit where it is due, 
then it follows that responsibility for 
any deviation from the scriptural norm 
must be borne chiefly by the church's 
leadership. 


The trend of these introductory re- 
marks have already indicated the par- 
ticular group that is more especially ad- 
dressed in this brief paper. God has sig- 
nally blessed this great spiritual move- 
ment. All whose spiritual eyes have been 
epened will concede this well attested 
fact. The days are still pregnant with 
possibility for those with faith and cour- 
age for spiritual adventure, and there is 
a deep yearning in the hearts of God's 
servants and handmaidens upon whom 
the Spirit has been graciously outpoured, 
that copious showers of Latter Rain may 
continue and increase upon us. To this 
eud I suggest this little verse from Holy 
Writ as a watchword: “We will give 
ourselves continually to prayer, and to 
the ministry of the Word’ (Acts 6:4). 

These are the words of the apostles 
of our Lord Jesus Christ during that first 
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great outpouring of the Spirit in Jerusa- 
lem. The immediate occasion of these 
words was the case of some women who 
had been neglected. True to type, these 
women put in a complaint that they had 
been neglected. This came to the ears of 
the apostles, and they said, “Look ye out 
wnong you seven men... full of the 
Holy Ghost and wisdom.” Now, you 
need both if you are going to deal with 
grumbling women — and some men are 
worse. The apostles wanted to get rid 
of business and give themselves con- 
tinually to prayer and to the ministry 
of the Word. A great many preachers 
since that day have failed God because 
of too much business, too many side 
lines, too many other things, tailing to 
say with one of old, “This one thing 
bdo. 

“We will give ourselves continually to 
prayer, and to the ministry of the Word.” 
You will notice in this little verse that 
prayer comes first. Not the ministry of 
the Word and prayer, but prayer and 
the ministry of the Word. This is God’s 
order, and to attempt to reverse the or- 
der is to fail. Anyone called to preach 
the gospel will succeed if he goes at it 
according to this program. There never 
was and there never will be a case of 
failure where a God-called minister 


- gives himself to prayer and the ministry 


of the Word. I want to drop this into 
your heart—there is no such thing as 
defeat in the will of God. 

Look at Jacob. He knew how to drive 
a bargain. He did not need to pray very 
much to get by in the world. But there 
came a time in his life when he was up 
against it, when his cunning and _ in- 
cenuity would not get him by. He heard 
that his brother was coming to meet him 
with four hundred men. This was too 
much for Jacob. However, he proceeded 
with his diplomacy. He arranged his 
property and servants in bands and sent 
them over. He said, “I will appease him 
with a present.” This is a pretty good 
way to*win a Jew—and a Gentile as well. 

After all, Jacob was afraid; and the 
whole company having passed over the 
brook, he was left alone with God. There 
he wrestled all night even until the 
breaking of the day. And in that time of 
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agonizing travail of soul, Jacob was: 
changed from a bargain-hunting sup-: 
planter to a prince with God. His namé,, 
his heart, and his character were? 
changed. 
There are some things in the world! 
we can do with the very minimum of’ 
prayer. But when it comes to grappling | 
with the powers of darkness, when i: 
comes to dealing with the souls of lost 
men who are bound by Satan, we need! 
the power of God. We must have that! 
princely something that comes only from) 
God. And we can only have that as we: 
give ourselves to prayer. We too can 
learn to wrestle and prevail against the 
powers of hell through the ministry of’ 
the Spirit and by the power of the blood 
of Jesus Christ. al 
Moses is another character who learned 
to pray. There are so many instances of! 
this in his life that I hardly know which 
one to mention. You remember that 
while Moses was up in the mountain 
with God, the fickle-hearted people got 
tired of waiting for him to return and 
they made a golden calf and were hav- 
ing a great time dancing and singing, 
“And the Lord said unto Moses, Go, get 
inee down; for thy people, which thou 
Lroughtest out of the land of Egypt, have 
corrupted themselves. They have turned 
aside quickly out of the way which 1 
commanded them: they have made them 
a molten calf, and have worshiped it, 
and have sacrificed thereunto and said. 
These be thy gods, O Israel, which have 
brought thee up out of the land of 
Egypt. And the Lord said unto Moses, 
I have seen this people, and behold, it 
is a stiff-necked people. Now, therefore,’ 
let me alone, that my wrath may wax 
hot against them, and that I may con- 
sume them, and I will make of thee « 
ureat nation. And Moses besought the 
Lord his God and said, Lord, why dotii 
thy wrath wax hot against thy people, 
which thou hast brought forth out of 
the land of Egypt with great power, and 
with a mighty hand? Wherefore should 
the Evuptians speak and say, For mis- 
chief did he bring them out, to slay then 
in the mountains, and to consume the 
from the face of the earth?” Like a law-' 
ver before the bar, this prince with God 
presents his strong reasons and argued 
his point with God. “And the Lord re-) 
pented of the evil which he thought to 
do unto His people.” > 
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There is something very encouraging 
here to the heart of a true servant. Here 
is a lone man in the presence of God, 
dealing with God for the people, per- 
tectly at home with his Master and Cre- 
ator, and free to tell Him what should 
be done under the circumstances. Noth- 
ing short of a life of intimate association 
with the Infinite would ever give a man 
freedom to talk with God after this 
fashion. 

Moses, having prevailed with God for 
the people, now leaves the place of 
prayer for the place of service to the 
people. The two tables of the testimony 
were in his hands. When “he saw the 
calf, and the dancing: Moses’ anger 
waxed hot, and he cast the tables out of 
his hands, and brake them beneath the 
mount. And he took the calf which they 
Jicd made, and burnt it in the fire, and 
eround it to powder, and strewed it 
upon the water, and made the children 
of Israel drink of it. . . . Then Moses 
siood in the gate of the camp and said, 
Who is on the Lord’s sideP Let him 
come unto me.” 

You would think Moses would be 
afraid of that frenzied mob of religious 
fanatics. Nay, verily, there can be no 
fear in the heart of a man fresh from the 
inount of God. Alone he stands towering 
inajestically above the crowd. With sol- 
emn dignity and God-breathed author- 
ity, he excommunicated the entire nation 
aud called for volunteers for the cause 
of righteousness. 

The fear of man has been the handi- 
cap of many preachers. We need fearless 
men and women today to champion the 
cause of unpopular truth. And be it re- 
membered that divine truth is always 
unpopular. To brave the enmity of the 
carnal mind, we need God-given bold- 
ness. This, Moses had in superabund- 
ance; not by nature, for Moses was timid, 
shrinking, and slow of speech. But there 
is no shrinking in him now; neither is he 
slow, for he comes from the presence of 
God fully equipped. He was first at 
home with God and then at home with 
the people. 

Every minister wants freedom in the 
ministry of the Word. This, even the 
most timid and fearful may find in the 
mount of God. Here he will be lifted out 
of the realm of the flesh into a place of 
princely dominion in the Spirit, until, 
with great boldness and freedom of ut- 
terance, he will speak the Word with

authority and power. 


“And Moses returned unto the Lord 
and said, Oh, this people have sinned a 
great sin, and have made them gods of 
gold. Yet now, if thou wilt forgive their 
sin—; and if not, blot me, I pray thee, 
out of thy book which thou hast written.” 
As far as I know, this is the only un- 
finished sentence in the Bible. “If thou 
wilt forgive their sin—” and here the 
prayer warrior seems to choke up and 
be unable to finish. “And if not, blot me 
cut of thy book.” Such intense desire, 
such identification of himself with the 
people, and pleading for them! Oh, for 
the spirit of intercession that Moses had! 
How beautiful to see him as he comes 
personally to God, spreading out the sin 
of the people, putting himself along be- 
side them, and willing to be put with 
them in their condemnation if perchance 
his pleadings go unanswered. 

It is needless to say here that Moses 
prevailed. Such prayers always prevail. 
And I would here remark that there is 
still a great place of leadership and serv- 
ice in the world for men who will love 
the people and pray for them even when 
they are bad. A minister should keep the 
path well beaten out between_himself 
and God in the first place, and between 
himself and the people in the second 
place. 

The men who have been a blessing to 
the world are men who have learned 
bow to prevail with God in prayer. 
Martin Luther prayed three hours a day, 
and God gave him power with the peo- 


ple. Finney was a man of prayer. It is 
said that ofttimes at the hour for preach- 
ing they would wait and wait for Finney 
to show up. Then they would go and 
hunt him, and many times would find 
him in the grip of intercession, pleading 
with God for the power of the Spirit, and 
telling the Lord he would not go until 
he was anointed with power. What a 
flame of fire that man was! He had 
learned the secret of ministering the 
Word in that power that comes in ans- 
wer to prayer. 

If I mistake not, this is the main line 
for all ministers of the gospel. This is 
apostolic faith and practice. Preachers 
can and will do many things, but two 
things are a must in the divine program 
for the church. Every minister must be 
a man of prayer and a man of the Word. 
He is called and anointed to pray and 
preach. If his praying degenerates to 
the perfunctory level, his preaching will 
rise no higher. It is my considered opin- 
ion that sophisticated preaching without 
the aid of the Holy Spirit is the most 
common error of an age lost in the fog 
of its own culture. Heaven help us to 
depend upon the blessed Holy Spirit 
and abandon ourselves more and more 
to His beneficent ministrations. 

If this last days awakening is to con- 
tinue awake and dynamic, the ministers 
raust continue to pray and preach in the 
Spirit and lead the people to new vistas 
of spiritual revelation and glory. To this 
evd we should endeavor to find reason- 
able release from services that are trivial 
in comparison and give ourselves more 
completely and continually to prayer and 
the ministry of the Word.

NATIONAL W. M. C. MEETING 


Continuing the report of the W.M.C. 
meetings at the national convention at 
Seattle, here are some of the suggestions 
that were offered. 

The local W.M.C. should be a real 
assistance to the pastor in bearing spirit- 
ual responsibilities and burdens, and 
material activities should always be sec- 
ondary to the spiritual. Projects should 
have the approval of the pastor. Learn 
more about the mission fields from As- 
semblies of God in Foreign Lands and 
other good books obtainable. from the 
Gospel Publishing House at Springfield. 
Use a missionary map, also obtainable 
from Springfield, and paste missionary 
pictures from The Missionary Challenge 
around it. Organize other groups among 
the business women and young mothers 
and youth groups. Activities for these 
groups could be preparing visual aid 
material, making new and repairing old 
toys; make, stuff and decorate dolls; 
prepare boxes for young people in Eu- 
rope containing combs, shampoo, tooth 
brushes and paste, pins of all kinds, hair- 
pins, barrettes, soap, writing paper, pen- 
cils; and mufflers knit by both boys and 
girls. “Pen Pals” in other countries can 
create a living interest for the young 
people. They can help gather notions 
for “notion dolls,” “handy kits” for the 
men, etc. 

Suggested things to send to mission- 
aries can include: garden seed in a dec- 
orated tin can made air tight with scotch 
tape. Missionaries working among the 
leper colonies in Liberia can use band- 
ages made from 1 inch-1% inch strips of 
torn sheets. Sew three together and roll. 
Send such medical supplies as jars of 
plain vaseline, adhesive tape of different 
widths, mosquito and insect repellant, 
large cans of talcum power. Mother and 
baby clinics in the Gold Coast and Li- 
beria also can use medical supplies and 
instruments. 

We can help by sewing for missionary 
mothers before they leave for the field 
and “adopting” the children, sending 
clothing, toys, color, paint and Bible 
story books and other good books reg- 
ularly. Send the dime store to them. 
Remember the children with “Happy 
Birthday” napkins and cake decorations 
include candles, candy, chocolate chips, 
hair ribbons, balloons, ete. 

Write friendly, interesting letters to 
the missionaries and send Christmas 
gifts early—add a fruit cake, and don't 
forget the children. Send gifts of food 
periodically. Decorate a tin and fill it 
with chocolate bars, gum, mints, hard 
candy. Wrap each separately in cello- 
phane and seal with scotch tape. Jello, 
plain gelatin, powdered puddings, 
ready-made -cake mixes and other pre- 
pared dainties are always most accept- 
able. Again wrap these separately. Send 
a household “utility” pack, or “handy

Philippine Islands— Clyde Shields 


(Brother and Sister C. E. Shields are 
working in Santa Maria, Ilocos Sur.) 

Not long ago we told you in a letter 
that we were still worshipping in a 
leaky old army tent. The rains were com- 
ing and we just had to build a dry place 
to worship or else dismiss meetings un- 
til the rainy months were past. Our few 
church members had been giving their 
offerings to a building fund for a while. 
Although it was very little, added to 
what some of you sent specifically for 
that purpose and what we could give, 
there was just enough to begin a place 
of worship. 

Our church lot is one of the loveliest 
in town, Half of it is on high ground, 
and the lot is very public. The National 
Highway runs by on the west side and 
the town road goes by on the south side. 
The entrance to the church is on the 
south side, where everybody goes by. 
Thousands of people pass our church 
during the week, and they can all see 
our large church sign from a distance. 
Most public transportation has to pass 
our church. The church yard is planted 
with a lawn, several gardenia bushes, 
and other plants. It already had some 
fruit trees growing on it. And there is 
plenty of space for any expanding we 
wish to do. 

The church is small, just 16 x 38 feet. 
The top is native nipa, or grass shingles. 
The siding is made of woven bamboo. 
The windows are screened. With the 
little cash we had to build with, this 
type of building was the very best we 
could put up. We built the siding to be 
raised in the event of real warm weather 
or large crowds. This little shelter is just 
temporary as we hope to build later on 
with stone and cement. We can wor- 
ship in this present place for two or three

President O. W. Keyes Attended Accreditation Meet 
He Gives High Lights of That Gathering... 


At the opening of the Accreditation 
Association, Dr. Samuel Sutherland, its 
president, in his opening remarks, said, 
“It has been remarked that as our. Bible 
schools have grown academically, spirit- 
uality goes. This need not be. We should 
not be so engrossed in education to have 
this happen. Let it be said there’is no 
opposition between academic and spirit- 
ual zeal. The academic is simply added 
to the spiritual life which our young 
people already have before they come 
to us. It may be assumed, therefore, that 
this accrediting association is in exist- 
ence to give an added advantage to our 
young people, namely—religious train- 
ing. No one should believe that we are 
not interested in spiritual life. I believe 
that no one will dare say this, for all of 
us are fundamental and evangelical, but 
we are interested in learning as an added 
advantage.” 

In a survey of Bible institutes and col- 
leges, Dr. Witmer described in detail 
the similarities of both types of schools. 
His address can be summarized with 
the following brief statement. All our 
Bible institutes and colleges are evan- 
gelical, founded on sound doctrine, and 
everyone -of us are premillennialists. 
Since 1941, 48 new evangelical schools 
have come into being, and this is grati- 
fying indeed. 

Another important lecture was. given 
by Dr. Wallace Emerson on “The Li- 
brary List.” Dr. Emerson is the. chief 
examiner of the Accrediting Association 
and his opinions are very important to 
Glad Tidings Bible Institute. “Many 
factors are taken into consideration,” 
said Dr. Emerson, “in accrediting a 
school, but one of the most important 
is the library. If the library is poor, this 
precludes accreditation immediately, as 
accrediting agencies will base their opin- 
ions on the library. Let us therefore 
build up good will by building good 
libraries.” 

Dr. Emerson spoke at length on fi- 
nancing books. He said that many 
schools had found many desirable books 
at five cents per copy. He suggested that 
our schools put out calls to the constit- 
uency for good usable books. It was sug- 
gested that an alumnus purchase a good 
book and have his name placed in the 
book. It was also suggested that min- 
isters get in touch with the family of a 
deceased brother minister concerning 
the giving of his library to the school. 
An appeal, therefore, is going out for 
help in this regard. It should be said 
that two years ago we had 500 books 
and now we have 3,967. We need 5,000 
as a minimum. We need source material. 
Such materials as Luther’s Letters is an 
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example of what is needed. Dr. Emer- 
son said that the antagonist viewpoint 
should be included in the library as well 
as ours. He recommended the Catholic 
encyclopedia, the Jewish encyclopedia, 
and Willet’s Synopsis, which presents 
the Protestant viewpoint of Catholicism 
and describes in detail the Council of 
Trent.

State 
the value at about one-fourth of the 
purchase price. Used clothng should be 
marked as “no value,” “gift parcel,” or 
“unsolicited gift for relief,” if for native 
workers or children.

Directly From Russia 

A new book, as yet available only in 
Swedish, has been written by Anoni 
Ekart. 

Ekart, a Polish engineer of Jewish ex- 
traction, sentenced to three years im- 
prisonment by the Soviets for an attempt 
to escape to Lithuania from Soviet- 
occupied Poland, who subsequently 
spent over eight years in various labor 
camps and a short period of freedom in 
the Soviet rear, is a keen observer and 
an admirable narrator. 

The following are the words of Rogov, 
a former convinced Communist, who 
was a fellow prisoner in a slave labor 
camp with Antoni Ekart: 

“Can't you understand that the Bol- 
shevik regime, having abolished Chris- 
tian morality, is not at all interested in 
MAN or in human relations, but only in 
man in his relation to the state? This re- 
gime is intentionally educating the peo- 
ple to be barbarians. Can't you see, that 
only two or three more generations are 
needed to turn the whole Soviet people 
into 200 million apes and slaves, working 
ants, part of whom will be able to han- 
dle arms while the others handle ma- 
chines?” 

In the Soviet Union nobody has any 
‘rights. “In the Soviet State to stand up 
for one’s rights, even if these rights are 
set down on paper and in codes cf law 
is a crime and an act directed against 
government institutions. A government 
institution is equivalent to the state. For 
the ordinary Russian the Soviet State 
does not exist. It is an abstraction. The 
only reality is the NKVD,” says “kart 
and adds that “the NKVD will rather 
arrest a thousand innocents than allow 
one guilty person to escape.” 

Ekart opposes other authors who 
maintain that essentially the Russians 
are the same kind-hearted, hospitable 
and honest people described by the great 
Russian writers of the 19th century. He 
contends that 30 years of Bolshevik rule 
have transformed the Russians and that 
the state deliberately promotes this de- 
velopment. 

Under Soviet regime any conspiracy 
is impossible. You might be able to trust 
one person; a plot in which five people 
would be taking part is unthinkable. On 
the very next day the NKVD would 
know all the details.” 

One is not surprised when Ekart says 
that some of his fellow prisoners were 
almost glad arriving in concentration 
camp. “Now we have our sentence and 
there is nothing to fear any Songer. 
While free, we lived in constant fear, 
never knowing whence a danger might 
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be threatening. Your best friend might 
be a traitor. Fear at work, fear at home, 
fear of your own children who are taught 
that their supreme duty is to spy on, and 
if necessary, to denounce, their parents.” 
Dr. Cook Sounds Warning 

Dr. Robert A. Cook, reelected presi- 
dent of Youth for Christ International, 
at its fifth annual convention at Winona 
Lake, Indiana, in July, has called for 
1000 ministers to form 500 two-man 
evangelistic teams which will travel to 
5d countries to reach a spiritually hun- 
ery world. “We must act quickly,” the 
36-year-old Youth for Christ leadei said, 
“or the harvest which now exists around 
the world will spoil. Tomorrow may be 
too late.” 

Cigarette Makers Are 
After the Teen-Agers 

“How mild can a cigarette be?” How 
fer can cigarette makers go in their 
campaign to make Americans smoke 
from the cradle to the grave?” 

After World War I the tobacco indus- 
try achieved the greatest coup of its 
career to date. In a few short years they 
doubled their sales, and now after 
World War II, the industry is after the 
only remaining large volume of non- 
smokers—young boys and girls. 

Even younger children are being con- 
ditioned to the familiar gesture of hold- 
ing a thin cylinder in their fingers, rais- 
ing it to their lips, sucking it and re- 
moving it again, cigarettes in candy 
form. 

Navy Has Fastest 
Piane in the World 

Aviation Week magazine says the 
Navy research plane, the Douglas 
5-5598-11 Skyrocket, now is the fastest 
airplane in the world. The Skyrocket 
reached a speed of approximately 710 
miles an hour in the July test at Muroc 
Air Force Base in California. It has a 
designed capability of 1820 miles an 
hour at 75,000 feet.

Treats Cancer 
The machine, a betatron, was mobil. 
ized in the never ending struggle against 
the dread killer at the University cf 
[liinois Medical School, Chicago. It pre- 
duced 25,006,000 volt x-rays, more than; 
19 times as potent as the most powerful 
ordinarily used in cancer treatment. 
X-rays now in use, Dr. Harvey said, 
ale capable of producing rays of only 
about 200,000 volts. And most of thei 
potency he added, is dissipated at the 
point of entry—on the surface of the 
body. i 
In contrast, the higher energy X-rays! 
of the betatron lose little of their strength 
until they are deep in the body. In ad- 
dition, according to Dr. Harvey, the 
high-energy beam is narrow, sharply de- 
fined and easy to aim. : 
A New Job for the Atom 
A single pound of the atomic explosive 
has within it ten million kilowatt-hours,’ 
or thirteen million horsepower-hours, of 
available and useful energy. It would 
equal the power produced by a thirteen 
thousand horsepower engine working: 
for a thousand hours, or forty-two days. 
It can do the work of fifteen hundred 
tons of coal. It contains as much energy 
as the output of a hundred horsepower 
vitomobile engine working day and: 


night continuously for fifteen years. 


How much of this concentrated en- 
ergy goes into a single atomic bomb is a! 
well-guarded secret, but informed 
guesses set the amount at twenty or 
thirty pounds. That would be a piece as: 
big as a grapefruit. It would provid 
some 250 million kilowatt-hours, of elec- 
tricity, and that is enough to supply for 
a week, the electric light and power re- 
quirements of seven million Americans 
—say, the population of New York City,’ 
The content of twenty bombs would: 
supply the entire United States with! 
electric power for a week.
